The imposition of a 
penalty for the violation of a statute 
does not exclude other means of en- 
forcement, and to permit the company 
to avail itself of such an assumption 
of ri^k by Us employees is In elTt-ct to 
enable it to nullify a penal statute- 
and is against public policy."
